Fiienun Hopper Was Acquitted of the 


Charge on the Plea of Self 


Defense. 


Garrett, lad., Nov. 9.—An interesting 


itory of tiie first 'murder committed ia 
Ciarrett is told by J.' K. ^killing, one 
01 the earliest pioneers and a resident 
of the town since ~ its founding, in tnc 
Clipper, for whitii he is writing a series 
of articles on the (airly history of Ciar- 
rett. It ia an account of the killing ul 
W. J. Allen, who conducted a Ujiuuiujj 
liouse, by a man named Hopper, a ure- 
man on the JB. & 0. railroad, the trag- 
edy occurring in June oi ISii. 


"One of tne boarders at the Allen 


dome," says Mr. Skilling, ''was fire- 
man Hopper and a slTori time alter lie 
began boarding 
there an altercation 


took place between him and Allen. Tie 
latter was a very impulsive man and 
lie ordered Hopper out of his house. 
Hopper left tne house and we«rt to 
board north of the railroad. On pay- 
day he returned and paid iiis board bill 
to Mr. Allen by laying $2.50 in Allen's 
hand and asked Mr.'Allen if.th.at was 
correct and that if it was not right he 
would make it right. Allen again or- 
dered him out of his house. Hopper 
went out. 


"A few evenings afterward, on June 


22, Allen was standing on the sidewalk 
in front of his house talking with T. A. 
Smith. Hopper same up to them and 
asked Mr. Allen to take a walk with 
him. Hopper claimed his object'was to 
have a talk with Allen and come to an 
understanding. 
Allen at once became 


very excited and ordered Hopper off the 
sidewalk, and wittuan oath he declared 
that if he did not, get off he would 
knock, him off and in an instant drew 
his revolver and discharged it in Hop- 
per's face". But Hopper threw his head 
to the sido and the bullet grazed his left 
ear. The next instant Hopper drew his 
revolver and fired into Allen's right 
breast The ball entered between the 
third and fourth ribs. 
"I was marshal of the town at the 
time and with the deputy marshal, T. 
-A. Sargent, we s5on had the two men 
under - arrest. 
Hopper' surrendered 


quietly, but Allen put up resistance. 
Allen's wife soon came to the rescue 
and with her assistance we managed to 
get Allen into his house. 
I do not 


think that Allen realized that he 'was 
shot till he was taken into his house. 


"This occurred on Thursday evening 


and Allen died the following Sunday at 
6:30 p. m. Hopper had a hearing and 
was asquitted on the ground of justi- 
fiable homicide."

Louis-Holland Sugar company, oi l>e- 
eatur, for the raisiinjj oi su»ar lieeis, 
are badly disgusted with the action of 
the lirm in rei using to'accept the beets 
us they are taken jroin the ground. East 
of Bluffton many car loads of the beets 
are still on the ground and the farm- 
ers stand to lose a great sum of- money 
unless the factory accepts them within 
a very short time. 


When, the farmers started to take the 


beets from the ground the factory- ac- 
cepted them as fast as they could be 
shipped for about a week or ten days. 
About two weeks ago the B., G. & C. 
Traction company, which hauls them to 
this city, received orders to accept no 
more as the 
factor]' was glutted. 


Since that time not one car has_ been 
shipped from this county to Decatur 
and the 
farmers who have their, time 


and money in the beets are becoming 
dissatisfied. 
, 


When the factory will be able to take 


care of the beets is not known, but it 
will have to be soon to save the farmers 
from a heavv loss. 


The accompanying illustration shows 


how Broadway parkway from a point 
where the Bluffton road leaves Broad- 
way, to BudisiU boulevard will be im- 
proved. It also shows the proposed en- 
trance to Foster park. 


This contemplated improvement is to 


be made next year. It is also proposed 
to construct & five-foot dam in the Si. 
Mary's river at a point about five hun- 
dred feet upstream from No. 3 pumping 
station on South Broadway. TMa fea- 
ture will give a boating stage ia the 
St. Mary'e river up to the Stellhorn 
bridge, south of the city. 


A drive ia to be constructed along the

Judge O'Rourke's Retirement. 


After thirty-six years of continuous service upon the 


bench, Hon. Edward O'Rourke retires from office as judge 
of the Allen circuit court and returns to private life to re- 
sume the practice, of law which he gave up to assume his 
judicial position more than a third of a century ago. It is 
extremely doubtful if Judge O'Rourke's record has a 
parallel in the history of Indiana judiciary. He has been 
presiding over the Allen circuit court since before the birth 


, of many men who are now active in the Imsiness and pro- 
fessional life of the city. He had come to be regarded as 
almost as permanent a figure as the court itself. 
Judge 


O'Rourke and his remarkable career are known not only 
to the people of Allen county whose confidence he has en- 
joyed for so long a period and which he still enjoys in 
measure undiminished, but to the legal profession of the 
state and nation. 


What a kaleidoscopic review of human strength and 


human weakness, of frailty, of crime, of degredation—yes, 
and of strength and nobility of sacrifice and devotion, 
too—has passed before Judge O'Rourke since the day in 
1876, when as a young lawyer, he was given his first en- 
dorsment by Allen county voters and ascended the bench! 
Judge O'Rourke's career has been a ripe experience for 
•any man, but better than that it has been one of distinct 
service to the people of Allen county. Dealing with per- 
plexing problems, often of deep gravity, year after year, 
administering justice under the law in cases often marked 
by a multiplicity of conflicting situations and circum- 
stances, his task has been by no means an easy one. And 
there could scarcely be a more effective tribute to the 
man, his mind and his heart, than the fact that the people 
of his home county vouchsafed to him again and again a 
vote of renewed confidence until he of his own volition re- 
tired from the place he had graced to long. 


It is inevitable that in the heat of legal conflict before 


him during these thirty-six years there must have been 


f— 
engendered temporary animosities and transient bitter- 
ness, but in none of these instances has there been created 
the scar that sears permanently. In no case has there. 
been a lessening of the respect and esteem in which Judge 
O'Rourke has been held. There is freely accorded him the 
tribute to his honesty, to his fairness, to his broad legal 
comprehension and the heart-deep desire to render abso- 
lute justice to every man; to construe the law with scrupu- 
lous fidelity and to surround every man with the protec- 
tion which the law in its highest sense is designed to af- 


' ford. It is too much to expect that all men would find 


themselves always in accord with his opinion, yet in step-' 
ping down from the exalted place he has graced for so 
many years, Judge O'Rourke carries with him as a price- 


• 
' less possession the respect, esteem and regard of the peo- 
ple who were proud to honor him so long and so signally.

New York, Xov. 9,—Good cheer and 


hearty hunger wait on patients who 
come out from under the influence of a 
new form of anaesthetic which is being 
introduced in this country. 


Those who undergo operations usually 


emerge from unconsciousness nauseated, 
and it takes several days before they 
have recovered from the effect of the 
ether on the system. 


It was learned yesterday that sur- 


geons in several of the hospitals of this 
city have employed with success a mix- 
ture consisting of five per cent of ether 
and ninety-five per cent of normal _salt 
solution, which is injected into the veins 
before the operation. The solution has 
been found to be a valuable anaesthetic 
in the London hospitals, where it was 
first employed. 
The profession here is 


inclined to think that it will prove to 
be of great value. 


About a quart of the solution is in- 


jected into a small vein in the arm of a 
patient 
He falls to sleep. easily and 


peacefully. The administration of ether 
in this form is not accompanied by any 
of the disturbing effects which often oc- 
cur when .the patient is obliged to in- 
hale the vapors of the drug from a fun- 
nel placed over the mouth. The respira- 
tory organs are not in any way affected. 


Less of a strain on the Heart. 


The solution also takes the place of 


blood which is lost in the operation and 
minimizes the shock to the nerves, which 
in some persons may prove a serious 
matter. It is believed that the English 
method is less of a strain on the heart 
than are other means of administering 
ether. 


Operations in which the solution has 


been used have been performed in the 
last few days at the Flower hospital at 
Avenue A and Sixty-third street, and 
the patients are doing well. 


Surgeons at the Metropolitan hospital 


on Blackwell's island witnessed an op- 
eration last wec-k. The patient was a 
negro woman who was being treated for 
appendicitis. 
She went to slcap easily 


under the spell of the solution. 


"How do you feel?" she was asked 


when she regained consciousness. 


"Lor" bless you." answered she, "I sure 


is hungry." 


She ate what food was provided for 


her with relish and she Ecemcd to have 
suffered practically no shock from the 
operation. Ordinarily patients are sick 
from the effects of ether for several 
days. 


The administration of annesfhctics has 


been greatly improved within the last 
two or three years. The administration 
of ether with orange, in vapor form bus 
been attended with excellent result? and 
patients who have been operated upon 
under those conditions have found after 
effects counteracted. 


The medical profession here is much 


interested in the ether solution method, 
and while enough cases have not conic 
under observation to cnme to definite 
conclusions physicians believe that it is 
destined to be an important aid to sur- 
gery.

The first is a white cake for which take 
two cujs of sugar, one cup of butter, 
scant, four cups of sifted flour, four 
heaping teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
one teaspoonful of vanilla, a pinch of 
salt aad whites.of five .eggs.

butter and 'sugar, sift flour with baking 
powder, and salt'three, times and add 
the milk and the flour alternately.

(.:•>• anything, favoring the opinion that Fort 


Wayne is a very, well-governed and 
clean city. I am still of that opinion. 
To be sure, we have not reached the 
"perfect state," and will not for many 
years, for every city with a population 
bordering on 100,000 must have prob- 
lems and some undesirable elements^ 


So far ai methods of treatment are 


concerned, in a very large measure, it 
is a matter of regulation, good judg- 
ment and careful discrimination.

- Police Court Records.

ancy aud 30 for violation of liquor 
avt's, making a total of alxmt 1,300 
ases out of the 1,736 that were directly 
r indirectly associated with intoxica- 
ion.

;,150 before the police court, 1,100 o1 
hem were down-and-out drunks, and 
east 500 others undoubtedly traceable 
o the influence of liquor. And one other 
eature is of interest.

were native-born. Likewise, also, there 
vere but few negroes. But almost every 
charge of carrying concealed weapons is 
against the negro, and usually flashed 
under the influence of liquor.

It is 
Imost impossible to deal with It under 
lie present ordinance, as it appears in 
he pool room, cigar stand or elsewhere 
n similar places. And yet It is one of 
he most degrading influences, for it 
asts untold reproach upon the name of 
God, and of Jesus Christ. Boyi le»rn- 
ng to profane the name of God, learn- 
ng to be vulgar, learning to enjoy such 
an ungodly environment and atmosphere 
ire fitting themselves all too often for 
.he police court, the jail and the peni- 
:entiary. The owner of the pool room 
would laugh at this, but the clerk of 
:hc police court of any city needs only 
o open his books to you, and there ar» 


chance on it and wont in. Around the 
walls were signs. "Minors Xot Allowed." 
Evidently the boys took it in earnest, 
for there were not enough there at any 
time to make the business pay. But. 
under the same management, if I mis- 
take not, is a bowling alley downstairs 
at the rear of a saloon. In this bowling 
alley, in full view of the bar, were fif- 
teen boys one night and eleven another, 1 
either howling or loitering. 
Otherwise j 


the place would be called respectable 
by those who have financial interests in 
such places. The pool room at the An- 
thouy is, to my mind, an ideal place. 
Would that we had more pool rooms of 
this type The problem would be solved 
at once, for it is a question of environ- 
ment very largely. 


It is the judgment of those who know 


that if you were to keep the minors 
out of the pool rooms, 75 per cent of 
| them would go under. The minors keep 


hem up in violation of a state law. 
.tost of them are training schools for 
omething worse. Bad boys_hanj; around 
tool rooms. Recently the 
city 
was 


hocked by the information that a Fort 
iVayne doctor had supplied a group of 
loys with certain drugs. 
While the 


iool room had nothing to do with that 
t is said on good authority that these 
joys were 
pool room loafers. 
They 


were boys not working, not going to 
Bchool. but hanging around pool rooms 
and all such'places. It was here thai 
they found their desired environment 
No reflection on the management of the 
pool rooms, of course. 


About three months ago a Greek in 


the McDougal block was running a join 
of this order in which a number of bus! 
ness college boys learned to loaf. The 
conditions became very unsavory and he 
was arrested for illegal practice.

As nature hates a vacuum. *o a city 


must not reduce itself to a vacuum *o- 
cially or otherwise. 
We are prone to 


criticise and to knock, but what an 
we doing to solve'the problem in our 
ehurches, lodges, club*, etc.? The youag 
men must have places to congregate. 
They must play. It is neceMarr to 
young manhood to play. They wul not 
stay at home and read all the time after 
work hours. Therefore a* lone w «t 
do not furnish healthy place* of reew»- 
tion such as one may find at th» 
houi* of St. Patrick** church, tad i 
other Catholic and Lutheran church** of 
the city, the sting and blame refleet ta 
a large measure upon u*. There an 
only a few places in the city nndtr thtt 
guidance of the b**t influence* whef* 
the young men may gather and play.

Chief Abbott has a pl&n which will

minor age at 18 and not 21, and then 
pass a minor ordinance to render it a 
misdemeanor for minors to loiter about 
the pool room, and also- a misdemeanor 
for the pool keeper to permit them to 
loiter there or to play-pool. Arrest the 
minors and make their parents pay the 
fines. And arrest the pool keeper and 
make him pay a stiff fine. You can 
then bring double action upon the prob- 
lem."

REVISED DESIGN OF NEW PENNSYLVANIA STATION IN FT. WAYNE 


FOR WHICH CONTRACT IS ABOUT TO BE LET 


The above is a picture of the Penn- 


sylvania it&tion on Baker street as it 
will appear when erected under plans 
reviled to meet the financial require- 
ment*. The change affects the appear- 
ance of the front elevation, eliminates 
some of the expensive material in in- 
terior finish, but does not change the 
general architectural arrangements nor 
mar its beauty. 


The building will be located on Har- 


rison and Baker streets, fronting on the 
latter. It will have a frontage of lf)8 
feet, and a maximum depth of 108 feet, 
will be two stories, and a basement and 
its. walls will be1 constructed of stone 
and brick. 
The main entrance will be 


in the center, through swinging doors 
opening into a vestibule and thence into 
the main •waitirig room, the rear of 
which opens into the subway leading 


to the track stairways. 
The ground! 


floor plans include a general waiting 
room, 40xS7 feet, extending from, the 
front entrance to the subway leading- 
to the train sheds. 
On the eastern side 


of this general waiting room will be a 
dining room, a lunch room, women's 
private waiting room, men's smoking 
room, a barber shop, a 
bootblack's 


stand, a ladies' toilet room, a gents' 
toilet room and stairways leading to 
the second story 
and 
the basement. 


West of the general waiting room will 
be the ticket office, with its long counter 
and four windows, safety vault and 
agents' private office at the rear; toilet 
room, mail roo:n, telegraph room, six 
telephone booths, 
parcel 
room, news 


stand, staliomnaster's room, -baggage 
room and a stairway leading to the sec- 
ond story. 


The kitchen will be located in the1 


basement immediately beneath the din- 
ingroom, and it can be reached cither 
by an inside stairs or by means of an 
outside stairway on Harrison 
street. 


Electric waiters will convey the dishes 
and provisions to and from the kitchen, 
diningroom and lunchroom. 
The cen- 


tral and western part of the basement 
will house the heating and power plant 
machinery, coal bins and give storage 
room as necessity may demand. 


The central part of the building which 


forms the general waiting room will be 
upwards of fifty feet high and _end in 
the glass-covered dome. On either side, 
however, will be second story floor space, 
the western part of which will be di- 
vided into rooms which will include an 
office for. the ticket receiver, rest room 


for the conductors *«d brakcmcn, locker 
rooms, closets and lavatory. This floor 
will be reached by a stairway just off 
the general waiting room. The eastern 
section of the se'cond floor will not be 
occupied for awhile and has not been 
designed for any special purpose. 
It 


is probable that it will become a hall 
in which the railway meetings can be 
held, but this is a matter that will 
be left for future consideration. 


Six tracks will pass through the sta- 


tion. The four central ones will be for 
passenger trains and the outer tracks 
will be for freight. 
Provision will be 


made for two additional tracks, but it 
is believed that six will be abundantly 
sufficient for several years. Passage to 
and from these tracks will be through 
a covered concourse beneath them. This 


'oncourse will have the same level as 
the station floor, will be well lighted 
and ventilated and will be connected by 
four stairways with the platforms be- 
tween the train tracks above. At each 
stairway will be a sign announcing the 
train to which it leadi and the time of 
its departure, so it will be impossible 
for the traveler to get upon the wrong 
train. 
There will be two twenty-four 


foot platforms between the passenger 
tracks, each serving two tracks. These 
platforms will be covered, but the space 
occupied by the tracks will be open so 
as to permit the 
smoke and gases 


emitted by the engine to pass out with- 
out discomfort to passengers. The lat- 
ter will be protected from rain and snow 
from the entrance on Baker street to 
the train. 


Baggage will be conveyed- between 


the trains and ^he baggage room, in 
the west end of the station, by means 
of separate subways and two electric 
elevators, one loading to each of the 
passenger platforms 
under the 
train 


heds. These will be so located and ar- 
ranged that they will not in the least 
interfere with the passage of travelers 
to and from the trains. 


The readers are familiar with the

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 9.—The wha- 


ling bark Gayhead, Captain Wing, which 
left here seven months ago on ft blubber 
expedition in. the frozen north, returned 
with 350 barrels of sperm oil, the prod- 
uct of eight whales, and an account of 
the volcanic eruption at Katmai last 
June. The Gayhead was 200 miles from 
the volcano and 150 miles off shore at 
the time of the eruption. Whales were 
plentiful, sea birds were visible in all 
directions and fish, large 
and small, 


could be seen in the clear, green water. 


A whale had been cut out o! the 


school that^was spouting not far from 
the bark, had been killed and made fast 
alongside the vessel. 
Fires had been 


started under the blubber kettles, and 
the work of cutting up the whale was 
in full blast when a. muffled explosion 
that seemed to shake the universe was 
heard. It was followed by sis more ex- 
plosions. . 


A few minutes later there appeared 


on the horizon a small black cloud that 
assumed leviathian 
proportions 
as it 


rushed toward the Gayhead. There was 
wind with it and it struck the vessel 
with the violence of a'hurricane squall. 
As it hit the bark the air was filled 
with fine white d'ust that soon covered 
the decks. 


The blackness was, on both sides of 


the vessel. "Black as the darkest night,'1 


is the way Captain Wing • describes it. 
Between the two strata of black was a 
volumh of fiery yellow, bright as gold. 
Captain Wing, who has passed many 
years in the Arctic, and who recogniiec 
the explosions as of volcanic origin, says 
that the combination of black and yel- 
low -was the strangest sight he had ever 
seen. 
' 


The Portuguese -whalemen quit work 


dropped to their knees and invoked the 
aid of every saint on the calendar. They 
were satisfied that the day of judgmen' 
had arrived. 
The shower of ashes and 


the. accompanying darkness lasted fo: 
forty-eight hours. 


"As the squall approached." said Cap 


tain Wing, "I noticed the whales ske 
daddle. They hooked on at full speed 
When the air cleared, two days later 
there was not a whale in sight, nor ; 
fish nor a fowl, nor a sign of any kini 
of life. It was not until the CJayhca 
had cruised many miles and had. winge 
its way far out of the track of the vol 
canic dust that as much as a bird wa 
seen. That cussed squall queered our 
cruise all right." 


It was more than a month later tha 


the people on the Gayhead learned wha 
had happened.
